McFARLANE APPOINTED STUDENT COUNSELLOR 


To Guide and Advise Students 


The appointment of Major Arthur H. McFarlane as 
Student Counsellor of Sir veorge Williams College ana 
Schools was announced last veek by the Faculty Council 
of the College. 


Major McFarlane is a éraduate with honours in psychology, 
McGill University, where he majored in Industrial Psychology 
and Guidance. After Spending almost two years in the 
Personnel Department of the R.C.A. Victor, he went into the 
Canadian Army. He was soon transferred to the Departinent 
of Personnel Selection and Served with this department for 
two and a half years both in Canada and overseas. During 
the last few months he has been in charge of Personnel 
Selection at the Longue Pointe Ordnance Depot. He was 
released from the Army this week. 


It is some years since the college has had on its starr 
a specific person to aid students with their individual 
problems. From the tine that the position was vacated by 
Dean Hall to assume his present post as Dean of the College, 
the staff has handled all work of this kind. Dr.Norris 
points out, however, that the appointment of Major licFarlane 
to the position of Student Counsellor does not mean that the 
aid of other members of the staff will not be available. 
This service will continue as in the past, Major McFarlane 
giving leadership to the technical aspects of the suidance 
work being done in the College. His experience in industry 
and personnel selection in the army have qualified him for 
this type of work.

The Members of the Association may be interested in 
the text of the letter reproduced below. If any further 
explanation is needed it is a reply from the Principal to 
a letter requesting amplification of the status, duties, 
privileges and responsibilities of our Representative to 
the Board of Governors. 


September 20, 1945.

Dear IMfiss Daniels: 


The question as to the status of the Alumni member of 
the Board of Governors and the degree of liaison which existed 
between the Board and the association of Alumni through this 
representative, as raised in your letter of July 10, was 
discussed at last week's meeting of the Board. 


It has never been in the minds of the Board or its 
officers that the status of the Alumni member was in any way 
different from that of any other member of the Board of 
Governors. iiis rights and privileges are the same as those of 
any other member, and by the same token his responsibilities are 
the same as far as the Board is concerned. 


The only differences are: (1) that he is nominated by the 
association of Alumni instead of through the usual nomination 
procedures; (2) that his presence in the Board assures that the 
points of view of the Alumni are brought to bear upon every 
problem, and that the other members of the Board have the bencfit 
of the opinion from one who has gone through the College, taken 
its programie and experienced its problems. 


This, indeed, constitutes the only formal aspect of the 
liaison between the Board of Governors and the Association of 
&Blumni.e. is to those subjects “which he is or is not free to 
disclose in his reports to the Association of alumni", there is 
no rule for him, any more than for any other member of the Board. 
He should not feel obliged to transmit the agenda or minutes of 
the Board, although there is no reason why most of the affairs 
discussed by the Board cannot be reported to the association. 
fhere may be, occasionally, certain problems dealt with by the 
Board, the wider discussion of which would be detrimental to the 
College -- and eventually to its Alumni. With regard to these

the alumni Member should accept the same responsibility and 
observe the same reticence as do the other members of the 
Board. In such cases he must use his own judgment, as do the 
other members. 


I trust that this letter, which merely states the attitude 
of the Board since the Association of slunni vas first invited 
to nominate a member, answers the questions raised in your 
inquiry. The association of alumi may be assured of the keen 
interest taken by the Board in its activities, and of the desire 
of the Board to co-operate in every possible way for the benefit 
of the College, its students and its graduates.

Yar Services, The observations he made on the Yorld Youth 
Conference were published in full in "The Georgian" fror 
which material for this page was taken, with permission.)

Conntries of communistic sovernment helieved 
that they had a true democracy while we conrld not believe 
in « trne democracy where freedom of the press, etc.,is 
restricted. The ~ord “.sciem was need to label anything that 
"as hated, whether Nazism or economic exploitation. 

A provsional constitution was adonted bringing into 
being"The “orld Federation of Democr.utic Youth." Gordon notes 
that this constitution was drayn up hastily und is open to 
much criticism, Here is a summing up of the conference in 
his own words. |

“AFTER SiN FRANCISCO* 

“ye must think and work in terms of the unity of humanity", 
Dr. C.P. Martin told the Association of Alumni of Sir George 
Villiams College at its first meeting of the scason. Dr. martin, 
who is the President of the Quebec Branch of the United Nations 
Society speaking on “ufter San Francisco" gave a brief outline-of 
the organization set up at San Francisco and stated that the strength 
of the United Nations Organization lies in the fact that it includes 
all the great powers and that it has a sizall executive committee, the 
Security Council. Its weakness, on the other hand, lies in the fect 
that the Security Council has no jurisdiction over domestic troubles 
and that the Organization pledges to defend the sovereign independence 
of every state member. "There is no.such thing as sovereign indepcend- 
ence™ said Dr. Martin. ‘We rust realize that we sre so interdependent 
that we cannot tolerate war in any part of the world. “e want the con- 
fort and the security of peace without paying the price for them. 
Until we are all ready to forfeit nationalistic greed and pride and 
flag-weaving, there is no hope of peace. We need a little less of th 
competitive and a little more of the co-operative spirit in our 
relationship with once another. If we are prepared to viork, strive, 
pray and pay the price of peace, the Organization of San Francisco is 


a step in the right direction; but the creation of vorld peoee is a 
100 years' job. If we are not prepared to pay the price, the atomic 
bomb will settle the problem for us." 

The speaker was introduced by Mr. H.F.Cuinn, Secretary oi the 
Quebec branch of the United Nations Society and was thanked by Mr. 
M.- Moskowitz. The meeting, held in the Willingdon Room of the 
Central Y.M.C.4. was under the Chairmanship of Mr. alan Finlayson, 
President of the Alwani association of Sir George Williams Uollege.

SIR GHORGE WILLIAMS COLLEGE 


Uditor's Note: As often «us possible we bring you either «a 
valedictory or sddress to the graduating cless., The '45 
Valedictory reproduced below ws delivered by Gordon 
Galbraith. 


Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: 


Last week I read an address on education by a highly success- 
ful American lawyer who had never attended college. He called 
himself a self-made man. He had gleaned his experience from the 
school of life and had conducted the defence of his first client 
at an age when many young men are still undergraduates at the 
university. His opinion was interesting, as it combined the dis- 
cernment of the scholar with the objectivity of the layman. 


Much of our present education, he felt, was too sheltered, too 
concerned with the theoretical aspects of knowledge; too obsessed 
with routine and tradition. It had failed in many ways to develop 
& practical, pragmatic confidence in life. ‘I know I missed much 
in not going to college,” he said, “but I wish I could be sure 
that my son will not miss much just because he does go to college." 


I considered this opinion carefully and wondered whether his 
criticism was justified. I thought of the age in which we live, 
with its swiftly moving events; its complex economic problems; its 
total wars, which involve all the nations of the earth; its sveeping 
intellectual changes which upset overnight the customs and beliefs 
of centuries. Then my mind turned to the universities vith which 
I was familiar. ‘Sere they equipped to meet the challenge of this 
fluid changing world? Or were they still groping blindly among 
the traditions of the past, trying to measure the problems of the 
present by the standards of an age which has passed away? 


My own experience did not qualify me to answer these questions. 
But I knew at once that whatever criticisms the gentleman had made 
of education in general did not apply to the college I had attended. 
For its spirit is‘the spirit of youth. It has no ancient buildings 
with Gothic arches and ivy-covered walls; nor beautiful campus 
shaded with stately oaks; no massive corridors, *here generations 
of the nation's sreat have trodden. ‘the initials carved on its 
desks were carved, not by John ililton or Percy Bysshe Shelley, but 
by the Day Division freshmen. The very nature of the College; its 
rapid growth; its experimental individualism; ensure that its students 
will look not backward to the past, but ahead to the future. 

We believe that our college has a very promising future. ‘he 
company of young men and women which you see before you toni-ht con- 
stitutes the largest graduatine class in our history. These classes 


(cont'd) 
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Will continue to grow, for the message is spreading quickly that 
Sir George Williams is no mere business school (and I regret to 

say that there are some pcople, even in Montreal, who think that it 
is) but an institution which is rapidly becoming recognized as one 
of our most advanced centres of highcr learning. 


This recognition will continue to grov throughout the years. 
Perhaps, some day, it will be a great university, whose name will 
be known all over the world. ““c shall have our fine buildings, too; 
and‘ I bclieve our Boa:d of Governors, in keeping with their policy 
of planning for the future, are elready workin; with that idea in 
mind. I cannot say what these buildings vill be like. Some, I 
imagine, will favour a Gothic design, in keeping vith our Canadian 
habit. Others, with more radical idcas will prefer sonethins ultra- 
modern, by Valter Gropius or Frank Lloyd “right. Later we shall 
also have monuments dedicated to the college's great; to her founders; 
her outstandins educators and the eminent students who have passed 
through her classroons to teke their places aiong the leading 
citizens of the nation. «mong these masterpieces there are two rhich 
we nope will occupy very prominent positions - those in menory of 
our present Principal and Dean, Lr. Norris and Dean Hall. 


Some time about the year 2045 A-D., a future Georgian will walk 
through the main entrance and caze upvards at these statues. What 
thoughts, I wonder, will run through his ming es he stands there? 
Will he be overawed by the architecture of the building and the 
masterpiece of art which lies before hin? “ill ne resolve to cerry 
on in the tradition of the trentieth century vhen the college vas 
first founded? For my part I hope he doesn't. I hope he resolves 
instead in the spirit of these men who, in the world's darkest hier, 
when the lights were going out all over the world, were determined, 
that in their corner of the world at least, the li hts would never 
be extincuished. 


Plato, who has been called the Divine Pnuilosopher, in his 
celebrated .llegory of the Cave, compzres the whole process of 
education to the turning of the eyes towards the light. «according 
to this view, education does not mean the instilling into the mind 
of a knowledge which it did not previously possess. That, says ~ 
Plato, would be like giving si ht to the blind, and is impossible. 
The masses of men, he tells us, dwell only in the shadows. they 
have become so accustomed to the shadows that they have cone to 
believe that they are the only realities in life. The educated man 
is the one who has escaped from the din half-lisht of the caverns, 
and has ascended, slowly and painstekingly into the domain of lis at 
and knowledge. 


The members of the Faculty of Sir George “illiams College have 
led us, as Plato would have wished, into the clea 
What we know has been gleaned by inquiry and experiient not copied 

from the textbooks of authority. ‘We have had revealed to us a great 
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treasure, in which can be found ©ll the rich fund of human exper- 
ience; whatever man has gained in his long quest after knowledge; 
the discoveries and inventions, the literature of the nations; the 
products of centuries of search. among these treasures can be 
found the languages and their association with creat nations, 
ancient and modern; the philosophies and their profound wisdom; 
the sciences with their facts and formulas and their emphasis on 
research and experi jent. 


But, more important than these, perhaps, are the memories we 
hold of many pleasant hours in the classrooms; of the many friends 
we have made; of the deep understanding of our professors and their 
syipathetic appreciation of the problems that confront the student. 
For a new spirit has been created here;-a spirit like that of 
Petrarch, who sought in the literature of the past, not merely the 
knovledge of the ancicnt world, but a miding lisht to the future. 


What is this spirit? It is the sun of all the qualities that 
make our colleze; the friendliness of the students; their keen 
interest in the acquisition of learning; the co-operation between 
the undereraduates and the members of the Faculty. There are no 
fraternities here; no class Gistinetions; no aristocracy of vealth 
and privilege; nothings to create a barrier betveen one student and 
another. Young men and women of all races associate together in 
perfect harmony and good will. 


It is the professed ain of the College that its fundamental 
educational philosophy is the development of persons, and to that 
‘end it has devoted all its efforts. For it-is the conviction of its 
officers that only in the development of human personality can the 
problems of the world be solved and democracy permanently maintained. 


But, at last, we are leavin; these things behind us. That does 
not mean that we intend to sever our connection With the College, as 
we have an active and sroving association of waluani, whose many 
commendable activities will absorb a good deal of our spare time, and 
perhaps a good deal of our spending money as well. For those vho 
have contributed their tine and energies to the building of this 
organization no praise is too great; and to them we leave this 
message: ‘We won't let you down. We will back you to the limit. 
we will do all we can to extend the scope of the organization in all 
its splendid work. 


There is one feature of Sir George Viilliams College which makes 
it unique among all universities and colleges in the Dominion. That 
feature is the ivening Division, which makes an education available 
to all, and enables students to combine the experience of the business 
world with the advantages of the acadcmy. ‘to sone, in the Day Division, 
however, the venture into the world will be a new and untried experiment. 
But it will be @ venture for which they have been well prepared.

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For this preparation we must thank the Board of Governors, 
for their generous devotion to the ideal of a liberal education; 
the members of the Faculty, for their tireless efforts in the face 
of many difficulties; the Young Men's Christian wSsociation, whose 
initiative and foresight have made this institution possible; and 
lately, all those, who, directly or indirectly, have contributed 
to the welfare of the College.

HISTORY OF BaNKING THEORY: ByLloyd W. Mints; published by 
the University of Chicego Presse; 319 pages;price $3.50. 


According to the author banking is still in the horse and 
buggy stage. He maintains that our thinking on the effects of 
banking policy on business and prosperity haven't s.dvsenced for 
1265 years. Accordingly he h.s traced here the development of 
theory and practice, nd submits it to an exhaustive critic- 
ism. This book shorld be of interest not only to bankers 

but also to business men who are interested in the vay gen- 
eral banking policy affects their own operations. The reading 
is tough soing in many places, bearing all the uims of hav- 
ing been written primarily for fellow economists; brt the 
persistent meneral reader can find in it nsefnl and com- 
prehensive guide to banking thonght.. 


MODERN MAN IS OBSOLETH: By Norman Consins; prblished in Can- 
ada by the lMacmillan Company of Cunada; 59 pages;price $1.25. 


This is an expanded version of an editorial which appeared in 
the Saturday Review of Litsratrre. It was one of the eurllest 
and is still one of the best, discussions of the effect on 
humanity of the development of atomic energy. Its theme; "It 
fhonld not be necessary to prove that on Ang. 6, 1945, a new 
age was born. ‘Then on that day a parachnte containing a small 
object floated to earth over Japan, it marked the violent 
death of one stage of man's history and the beginning of an- 
other, Nor shonld it be necessary. to prove the saturating 
effect of the new age permeating every aspects of man's acti- 
vities from machines to morals, from physics to philosophy, 
from politics to poetry; in sum; an effect creating a blanket 
of obsolescence not only the methods and products of man, 
but over man himself." | 

The chief contribution of thés book to clearer 
thinking on the problems we now face is made by throwing 
the events of the last few months against the background 
of history.

posed euch step in the Jananese pattern of acprersion.. 

What the western world only came to realize 
after the fall of Hong Kone and Sineapore, Powell had 
first seen developing since he first went to China ir 
1917, Indeed,one of the most interesting facts discloted 
in his book is that mych of the gronndwork fa the later 
ageression was laid during the firet Yorld “ar.

"Yesterday I had one of the most pleasant surprises in a long 
time. It was the package sent to me by the Alumni. I am searching 
high and low for words to express my gratitude, not only for the nice 
gift, but also for the consideration shown by you people at home 
towards us who arse so far away. One can't express merely in words the 
Joy when we realize that our friends at home think of us.

FROM A GRAD IN THE AMERICAN OCCUPATION ARMY IN GERMANY: 
January 10, 19406. 


"From the latest newspaper editions our hopes of an early 
return have been dimmed extremely. I must add that it has created 
a very ill feeling among the soldiers towards the civilian bosses. 
In fact, only last night we held a demonstration in front of our 
Headquarters at Frankfurt. Similar ones were held in Paris, Rheims, 
Manila and other sectors where the men are stationedi No doubt we 
Shall be branded with all labels in the books but only the men 
affected by this redeployment program know the true feeling. 


"you may be interested to know some of the treatments we in 
the enlisted group receive even now that the war is over. Before [ 
enumerate some of the conditions, may I remind you that the country 
is democratic in its constitution but the army is a dictatorship in 
its entirety. 


"Since the cessation of hostilities we are fortunate to be 
billetedin homes; The enlisted men are quartered anywhere, regard- 
less of the condition of the houses. Several sectors of the city 
have been cleared of the civilian occupants with enough space to 
house all army personnel. However the officers Jive either alone, 
or not more than two in a house ranging from six rooms and more, 

In addition, the civilian personnel arrived after ths war are 
billeted on equal bases as the officers. The last but not isast, the 
UNRRA personnel, completely divorced from the army, also occupy the 
areca where the officers and civilians are located. The food is very 
poor and some of the privileges enjoyed by the officers and civilians 
such as bakery shops, liquor rations, etc. are denied the enlisted 
men who are the backbone of the army and who suffered at the time of 
the hostilities. Besides, we are doing the job at a very small fee, 
whereby the officer gets the remunsration and credit for. the work. 


"This may somewhat give you an idea way we want to go back hot 
and join the form of society where our rights are granted, and where 
ability and not rank is considered primarily. In conclusion,: I mas 
aad that the job of occupation is at present a complete failure 
because of incompetent brass and the desire of the men +o so home 
where we rightfully belong."
